The Illinois State Hoard of 
Health has decided to send a man to 
Europe to investigate goats and goat 
milk. 
( )n the result of this investiga­ 
tion will depend the board s action in 
recommedding goats’ milk for infants 
! and tuberculosis patients, 
"1 have favored a »project of this 
kind.” 
Dr. George W. Webster, pres­ 
ident of the hoard. 
Goats do not 
have tuberculosis and most of the 
diseases of that nature. 
I think that 
gnats’ milk would he of equal value 
with cows’ milk as an article of food, 
and, coming as It does from an im­ 
mune animal, might be 
of ther­ 
apeutic value in the treatment of 
tuberculous people. 
“ The matter will be investigated in 
the most thoroughly sclent!flc manner 
known.
